Lilley Says Boutelle W ished an 
A greem ent M ade. 
Waterbury, Conn., June 
2.—Cons- 
gresrsman Lilley, whose resolution and 
charges in connection with the so­ 
called 
submarine 
boats scandal 
re­ 
sulted last week in a severe scoring 
of the r ongressman by the Boutelle 
Investigating committee, Tuesday gave 
out a statwm^nt on the subject. Incor­ 
porated in the statement is a letter 
in which he declares two weeks be­ 
fore the report of the committee de­ 
nouncing Mr. Lilley 
was made 
Mr. 
Boutelle expressed admiration for Mr 
Liney and endeavored to effect an 
agreement whereby the matter under 
investigation by the committee might 
be compromised. The letter in which 
n is a Legation was made is signed “E 
VV 
Reisinger, M. D.,” and addressed 
to MIS. Lilley after the doctor called 
upon Mr. Boutelle to explain that Con­ 
gressman Lilley’s physical condition, 
necessitated his leaving the city. The 
letter adds that when the proposition 
of compromise was 
carried to 
Mr. 
Lilley by Dr. Reisinger, the congress­ 
man replied he should rather die than 
withdraw tlie charges, which he k n ew 
to be honest and square. 
In conclud­ 
ing his statement Congressman Lilley 
says: 
“I believed and still believe

Electric Boat company received an 
excessive profit iii the sale of sub­ 
marine boats to the United

government. Conscious of the honesty 
nf my motives and having information 
of the facts mentioned in th© letter 
incorporated in this palier and hav-

without dissent on th< part of the com­ 
mittee that he had no doubt of my 
sincerity, and the knowledge of the 
statement of my physician 
and 
my 
Counsel made near the close of the 
hearing and after I concluded my tes­ 
timony, my feeling or rather my con­ 
dition 
on 
learning 
the committee’s 
conclusion was one of stupification. 
“I present this statement of my posi­ 
tion without any elaboration of details 
and with renewed expression of grati­ 
tude to the public that so g e n e r o u s ly 
accorded me its confidence, a confi­ 
dence which I hope I deserved a n d 
shall never forget.” 
Mr Lilley declares in hts statement 
mat be does not now and never did 
have any interest in any company con­ 
structing or selling 
submarine 
tor­ 
pedo boats; that he has not and never 
had any affiliation with persons in­ 
terested in the construction or sale 
of submarine torpedo boats.
